sharpshooters attempted to pick off the 
Americans. 


The gunboats returned the fire with 


• an interesting shelling of their trenches, 
bombarding the towns of Sexmoan and 
Guagua. There were no casualties en 
the American side. 


The gunboats after' shelling the two 


cities, sent a landing party .ashore, who 
captured the towns without loss. 


They had been fired on by the rebels 


before fleeing. 


At Sexmoan, the Americans i-escued a 


Spanish officer who was held p, prisoner 
by the insurgents.

Manila, May 8.—To clear tfie .Fili- 


pinos, out of Bacolor,. about live mi'es 
southwest of San Fernando; will be the 
next task of the Americans. The rebel 
general, Mascardo, has a force of 6,000 
men there,. well armed and possessed 
of plenty of ammunition. His troops 
have never met American soldiers, and 
they think, according to reports car- 
ried to San Fernando, that they can 
"whip the whole lot." 


Bacolor is well intrenched, and thou- 


sands of natives are working like beav- 
ers, digging trenches and carrying the 
dirt in baskets. 
The enemy uses his 


riflemen for fighting only, but compels 
the bolo men and Chinese, and even 
the women, to labor incessantly. 


The rebels-have an outpost about a 


mile beyond San Fernando, with a 
trench' that holds between 200 and 300 
men. From,that point several volleys 
were fired Saturday night upon the 
camp of the Twentieth Kansas regi- 
ment.

that motive gives moral quality to 
action. 


And so, if you define conscience as 


the soul's sense of . right and wrong in 
action I say it is fallible. It is one thing 
today and another thing tomorrow. It 
is condemned as a crime in one spot and 
heralded as a virtue in another. 
For it 


considers only the external act and the 
moral character of an action may change 
with the time and custom. 
But if you 


define conscience as the soul's sense of 
right and wrong in motive it is infalli- 
ble, tor you may always know when you 
mean to do right and when you mean 
to do wrong. A pure motive -will not 
make 
a 
wrong 
act right, but it 


clears the actor of willful sin and hence 
of moral guilt and penalty. The lawyer 
goes behind the hand that fired the fatal 
shot to find the guilt. The net was fatal 
but the murder was in the malice afore- 
thought. 


"0n.dernea.th the outer life of. us all 


ttere la an Inner H(?i and this is the 
sphere of conscience. And it is infal- 
lible as a judge of right and wrong mo- 
tives. 
The world needs a teacher of consc- 


ience, None better than he who walked 
in Galilee and taught the world the arts 
of holy living. Where is Jesus the 
apostle of conscience? In Gethsemene? 
Not at all. 


On the Mount of Olives He wanders no 
longer. But today, as then, "He is the 
light that lightenelh every man that 
cometh into the world."

It is intended .that the first hotel 
should be fireproof, with a capicity 
'of 500 guests, and the cost to be about 
5800,000, carrying a mortgage of $400,- 
000. 
Stock, amounting to $100,000 has 


been taken, largely by -women, in .the 
proposed hotel for business women. 
The shares went rapidly last week 
after Miss Grace Dodge presented .the 
plans and scope of the venture before 
the League for Political Education. 
The Margaret Louisa Home has for 
years, been managed much on the plan 
of the proposed hotel for women. It is 
a house which was built, by a woman. 
It is officered and run by women, and 
supported by them, for it is .self sup- 
porting, and every part of the manage- 
ment is harmonious. A thousand wom- 
en dine there every day, and New York 
has no more attractive sight than its 
drawing room and librar-y in the even- 
ing, with their beautiful furnishing, 
fine pictures on the walls, costly bits 
of bric-a-brac, the open piano and 
bookcases 
lull of good books, and 


throngs of women either resting in 
some of the rooms or improving their 
minds.
